In an effort to involve the 
community, selectmen are plan 
ning to hold meetings in each of 
the elementary schools, and in 
the Doherty Middle School, in 
hopes of getting input from indi 
vidual neighborhoods. The meet 
ings will take place between now 
and June, when the board hopes 
to have its task completed. 

The board has already begun 
hearing from town boards and 
committees regarding their par 
ticular ideas and interests. Rep 
resentatives from the Merri 
mack Valley Planning Commis 
sion and the town’s Conserva- 
tion Commission addressed the 
board Monday night, 

MV Planning Commission 

Dr. Lawrence Spiegel, 
Andover’s representative on the 
Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission, told the board that 
Andover is going to see a big 
push for development from busi- 
nesses fleeing Boston in the next 
20 years, 

“Andover is about to get a big 
push, a big push,” Dr. Spiegel 
said. 

Dr. Spiegel, of 76 Holt Road, is 
also chairman of the town’s 
Industrial Development Financ- 

ing Authority and of the MVPC. 
In 1978, Dr. Spiegel chaired the 
Growth Policy Committee, 
which prepared the same type of 
report the selectmen are work- 
ing on now, 

The “Big Dig,” the project to 


construct a third harbor tunnel 
in Boston, will effectually close 
Interstate 983 and cut Logan Air- 
port off from the rest of the city, 
according to comments Dr. 
Spiegel made to the board and in 
a separate interview. 

“Nobody will be able to get to 
the airport except people north 
of Boston. What I’m looking at is 
a lot of pressure coming out this 
way,’ Dr. Spiegel said 

Because of the accessibility to 
Route 1, I-98 and Route 495, 
Lawrence Airport and the plan 
to double-track the commuter 
rail line, Andover will be a great 
place to locate. 

Dr. Spiegel doesn’t expect any 
more large industry to move 
here, since most of the devel- 
opable land has been taken, but 
additional residential growth 
and more service industries will 
create transportation problems. 

Completing the Master Plan to 
review the infrastructure, espe- 
cially extension of the town sew- 
er to cover the whole town, 
should be a primary concern for 
the town, said Dr, Spiegel. 

How to handle the increased 
transportation pressure, includ- 
ing trucks in the distribution 
industry and commuters, needs 
to be addressed, he said. 

“The biggest thing is we’ve 
got to be able to get to Boston,” 
Dr. Spiegel said.

He said that waiting until 
the land is for sale before asking for 
approval to buy it at town meeting is always 
too late. The land has houses on it by then, 
he told the board. 


Phil Wormwood, former Conservation 
Commission member, said the town has to 
help educate the residents about the open 
space that already exists in Andover so they 
can appreciate it. Only a very small percent- 
age of residents know about, use and enjoy 
the various trails, parks and other open 
spaces in Andover.

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Gillette pays fine for 
spilled baby shampoo

The Environmental Protection 
Agency has fined The Gillette Co. 
with a $10,000 administrative penalty 
for violating the Clean Water Act. 

On Nov. 26, 1990, Gillette dis 
charged approximately 2,000 gallons 
of baby shampoo from its Andover 
facility, at 30 Burtt Road, into the 
Leominster publicly owned treat 
ment works. According to the EPA, 
the shampoo caused a significant 
foaming problem at the treatment 
plant and the foam passed through 
the plant into the Nashua River. 


“It was an accidental release,” 
said Susann Nachmann, compliance 
engineer for the EPA. Ms. Nach 
mann said the discharge was a result 
of a faulty valve in a company sump, 
and that the shampoo was allowed to 
flow into a waste water holding tank. 
Ms. Nachmann said the discharge 
was a One-time occurrence, and was 
addressed immediately in the month 
following the accident. 


Michelle Szynal, assistant manag 
er of communications at Gillette, 
agrees that the discharge was an 
accident. “The shampoo was 
released into a holding tank that con- 
tains waste water, which was sched 
uled to get shipped to the POTW,” 
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Joseph Gianotti, plant manager 
for the Andover Gillette facility, said 
the discharge was due to a valve that 
was “inadvertently left open.” He 
said the shampoo, which would have 
been bottled, escaped through the 
open valve into a flush tank. That 
flush tank was then taken to the 
POTW with the shampoo inside. 


Everett Penney, director of the 
Department of Public Health in 
Andover, said that normally, Gillette 
would hire a hazardous waste dispos- 
er outfit to take the baby shampoo 
(or any other toxic waste product) to 
a treatment facility. There, the waste 
would be chemically neutralized and 
legally discharged — not into a river. 

EPA spokeswoman Ms. Nach- 
mann said that the EPA met with 
Gillette and agreed on what hap 
pened, and that Gillette would pay 
the penalty fine. Ms. Nachmann con- 
cluded, “The case is fairly well over,” 

Ms. Szynal went on to say that 
Gillette regrets the discharge and 
will comply with the BPA and pay 
the fine. 


“We are certainly very sorry. We 
take our environmental responsibili- 
ties very seriously and as a mini- 
mum follow all relevant regulatory 
requirements.”

They 
don’t come to shop downtown Lawrence, 
Mr. Griffin said. 

“When people come to downtown 
Andover, they’re going to shop the 
street,” he said. “It’s clean. It’s neat. 
There’s no fear there, physical fear that 
we have in Lawrence. People fear com 
ing into the city. It’s awful to say, 
but...we are an upscale store, and down- 
town Lawrence just isn’t upscale any- 
more. And Andover is upscale.” 

Mr. Griffin is looking forward to get- 
ting into Andover, he said. 

“Andover has a nice downtown. It’s a

\lthough some statues were 
toppled from their pedestals and 
embedded in the ground, Detec- 
five Joseph Hastings said Tues 
day police are investigating the 
incident as malicious destruc- 
tion and do not suspect any type 
of cult involvement. 

“No way. There were no signs 
of that whatsoever. Usually 
you'd see things painted there. 
There was nothing of that sort,” 
Detective Hastings said. “I think 
this was kids.” 

Some of the heavy bronze stat 
ues embedded in the ground 
under their own weight when 
they were toppled from the 
pedestals, the detective said. A 
bronze statue of Jesus was 
unbolted from a cross and was 


found a short distance away with 
its arms broken. 

Just after 10 p.m. Thursday a 
passerby reported several people 
were stripping a car behind the 
seminary at 459 River Road. 
Police found three cars damaged. 

It wasn’t until about 1:30 p.m. 
Friday that monks walking in 
the cemetery found the damaged 
statues. 

Police were unsure if the two 
incidents were linked. 

Fingerprints found on some of 
the statues may help police find 
the cemetery vandals, according 
to Detective Hastings, who said 
Franciscan Center officials had 
an idea who was involved. 

“They feel pretty certain it 
was kids who have been on the 
property and have been thrown 
out,” Detective Hastings said. 

The damaged cars were pri 
vate vehicles belonging to people 
attending activities at the semi 
nary. Police did not know the 
dollar value of the damage in the 
cemetery. 


RECYCLE 


Here are better ways to clean

This week | have a few sugges 
fions that will help the environ 
ment but aren’t specifically 
related to recycling. They are 
better ways to clean. They are 
safe, non polluting cleaning 
products, generally non-toxic 
and natural. 

They are good for the environ- 
ment, or perhaps we should say, 
at least not harmful to the envi 
ronment or to you, and usually 
they are sold in boxes or pack 
ages made of recycled fibers. So 
we have gotten recycling in here 
after all. 

You may have to read the 
labels on some products and you 
should look for non-chlorinated 
powders or liquids and coconut- 
based biodegradable detergents. 

Names to stock up on are Bon 
Ami Polishing Cleaners, Borax, 
baking soda, vinegar, salt, lemon 
juice, liquid soaps. 

Now for the specifics: 

All purpose cleaners: use liq- 


uid soap, Borax and a squeeze of 


lemon or vinegar to cut grease. 

Basin, tub and tile: Use Bon 
Ami cleanser. 

Dishwashing liquid: Use liq- 
uid soap with vinegar or lemon 
juice and baking soda if the 
water needs softening. 


Disinfectants: Boiling water 
will sterilize everything, For 
large areas like floors and walls, 
use 1/2 cup borax dissolved in 
one gallon hot water. Hospitals 
have tried this and find it meets 
all germicidal requirements, 
Regular cleaning with plain soap 
and water will keep germs under 
control. 

Drain cleaners: Try the 
mechanical way — plungers and a 
small plumber’s snake. Hydro- 
gen peroxide will help, too. 

Furniture and floor polish: 
Mayonnaise on a soft cloth or a 
mixture of vegetable oil with 
lemon or vinegar. 

Glass cleaner: Equal parts of 
White vinegar and water in 
spray bottle. 

Some of these substances can 
be mixed in spray bottles or old 
quart mayonnaise jars so they 
are ready when you need them. 
Chances are you have them on 
hand anyway so think of the 
money you have saved, the pack- 
aging dollars and materials you 
have saved and the environment 
you have kept from harmful 
chemicals. 

If you try it, I would love to 
hear if anyone finds it just as 
easy or easier and if your house 
sparkles as usual.

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VFW praised 
for helping 
abused kids 


Department of Social Services Com- 
missioner Gerald W. Robinson ad- 
dressed several hundred veterans to 
thank them for raising money to help 
the state’s abused and neglected chil- 
dren. 

Mr. Robinson made his comments at 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars officer 
training institute at the Andover Mar- 
riott recently. 

VFW state Cmdr. William J. Madera 
chose child abuse and neglect preven- 
tion as his 1991-’92 project. 

Sydney Weinstein, project chair- 
man, will canvass VFW posts across 
the state to raise funds for this cause. 
The funds will go toward purchasing 
essential items for infants and toddlers 
who come into DSS care in emergency 
situations. 

The VFW started raising money on 
behalf of child abuse and neglect pre- 
vention in 1989-90 and donated $39,000 
to the Department of Social Services. 

Mr. Robinson thanked the group for 
its previous contribution and ex- 
plained how the funds are being spent. 

He told the story of two teen-age 
baby-sitters who appeared at a DSS 
area office with several young chil- 
dren. They told the DSS social worker 
that the children’s mothers never 
returned. 

“The social worker was left with 
three helpless children, wearing torn, 
dirty clothes, crying, hungry and 
dirty,” Mr. Robinson said. “Though the 
social worker had to decide what to do 
and how to go about locating the moth- 
ers, the children had to be attended to. 
They needed to be bathed, fed and 
clothed. 

“The social worker turned to the 


items provided with the Veterans of 


Foreign Wars funds. There, the social 
worker found diaper wipes, shampoo, 
diapers, clothing and other items 
Which took care of the children’s 
immediate needs.” 

The commissioner added that the 
state’s current economic woes make 
social-service agencies needs even 
greater. 

“Yet the stories I relate to you today 
are, unfortunately, not the exception, 
but the rule. Social workers face these 
tough circumstances day in and day 
out. Your donation means a great 
deal,” he said. 

He closed with praise for the veter- 
ans’ concern. “As family men and dedi- 
cated members of society you wanted 
to do something concrete for children 
in need,” he said. 

The VFW will present the Depart- 


ment of Social Services with a check of 


the funds raised at their statewide con- 
ference in June.

Local author reads 
from new book 


Local author Jeanne Schinto will read 
“The House Nun — a Tale,” from her new 
collection of short stories to be published 
by Persea Books, Sunday, Oct. 27, at 3 p.m. 

She is the featured reader during “Tea 
at Three” at Andover Books and Prints. 

Ms. Schinto is the author of another col- 
lection, Shadow Bands, and a novel, Chil- 


dren of Men. She also edited a collection of 


contemporary dog stories called The Liter- 
ary Dog (which, to her amusement, was 
published as Of Dogs and Men in England). 

“The House Nun” takes place in south- 
ern Italy, which is “a departure for me,” 
says Ms. Schinto. “I’ve always written 
about places where I've lived.” 

The story is a whimsical tale of supersti- 
tion and the misbegotten love between a 
young American traveler and an Italian 
woman. She is the “house nun” of the title, 
a woman who has taken an informal vow 
of service to the Catholic Church, and par- 
ticularly to the local parish. 

With the completion of “The House 
Nun” this summer, Ms. Schinto finished 
her collection of eight short stories written 
under contract to Persea; she expects it to 
be published in about a year. Her previous 
collection, Shadow Bands, was well- 
received by critics, including writer Joyce 
Carol Oates, who called it “disturbing, fun- 
ny, stubbornly original ... an impressive 
debut.” 

Ms. Schinto lives in Lawrence with her 
husband, Bob Frishman, and their German 
shepherd, Jazz.

The eclectic art of June Leaf 


The Addison Gallery of American 
Art is taking a long look at the work 
of June Leaf. 

Among the exhibits that opened at 
the gallery Friday is “June Leaf: A 
Survey of Painting, Sculpture and 
Works on Paper, 1948-1991.” 

The exhibit, which surveys the 
entire body of Ms. Leaf’s work, 
marks the artist’s first major show in 
12 years. It was organized by Philip 
Brookman, director of programs at 
the Washington Project for the Arts. 

The exhibit catalog, Stuck in One’s 
Shoes, with essays by Mr. Brookman, 
Lucy Lippard and John Yau, is avail- 
able at the Addison. 

“Surely there has not been such 
an odd mixture of philosophy, nature 
and mechanics as June Leaf’s art, at 
least not since the 17th century,” art 
critic Lippard writes in the catalog. 

Ms. Leaf “recklessly combines 
passion and bricolage — both intu- 
itive processes — in her tinkering 
(which produces the seriously toy- 
like moving sculptures), in her paint- 
ing (which produces mythical, 
humorous, mysterious dramas), and 
in her drawing, which is the source 
of both and bridges the two.” 

Ms. Leaf’s work is not easily 
labeled according to conventional 
stylistic categories because she com- 
bines characteristic elements of sur- 
realism, expressionism and pop art. 
Her lack of formal affiliations to a 
particular movement also results 
from being an urban nomad and 
from working for years in the rela-

Born in 1929, Ms. Leaf was one of 


the few women accepted into the 
New Bauhaus Institute of Design in 


Chicago in 1947. The influence of 


German constructivism is evident in 
her earliest work. Some are abstract 
and primitive female forms that 
reveal the influences of Paul Klee.

Ms. Leaf was associated with a 
group of artists living and working 
in Chicago in the 1950s such as Leon 
Golub, Nancy Spero, Seymour Rosof- 
sky and Don Baum. There was a 
cross-pollination of ideas between 
these artists, who all developed high- 
ly personal and introverted styles. 

Their work differed greatly from 
the popular trend of American 
expressionism in postwar American 
painting. They refuted pure abstrac- 
tion in favor of the human figure.

Addison hosts painting, sculpture 


Ms. Leaf moved to New York in 
1960 and concentrated on the agita- 
tion and vulgarity of American life 
in the streets. She actualized her 
ideas by creating free-standing paint- 
ed sculptures of figures in theater- 
like constructions or in front of 
painted tableaux of plazas, ballrooms 
or carnivals. 

Through these theater object 
pieces, “crowds of recognizable 
street types” were “transformed by 
costume and action into a garish 
world both familiar and allegorical,” 
says critic Dennis Adrian. 

In Canada during the ’70s, Ms. 
Leaf developed an intense fascina- 
tion with machines and theories 
about how things work, which 
sparked her to make a series of 
mechanical guns and toys: 

Ms. Leaf refers to herself as a 
choreographer, and in these moving 
sculptures she literally gives action 
to her characters. 

Ms. Leafs work in the 1980s can be 
seen as a culmination of all her pre- 
vious explorations. She ambitiously 
brings together the figure, landscape, 
and abstraction in a series of paint- 
ings about the poetry and drama of 
human relationships. The figure is 
dramatically placed in magnificently 
expansive landscapes inspired by 
her Canadian surroundings. 

The exhibition is open to the pub- 
lic through Dec. 15. Gallery hours are 
Tuesday through Saturday from 10 
a.m. to 5 p.m. and Sunday from 1 to 5 
p.m.

forward, the timing of our meeting 
couldn’t have been better,” Ms. 
Williams said. 

“They questioned her as if she were 
a criminal. The person in question was 
Thomas, not her,” she said. 

Ms. Williams doesn’t believe race 
was a factor in the hearings. She 
believes Mr. Thomas accused the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee of conducting 
“a high-tech lynching” to escape fur- 
ther questioning. 

“He became defensive and that was 
his trump card, by saying it was race 
related,” Ms. Williams said. 

“Right now (blacks and women) 
play a minor role in government and 
really have next to no participatory 
part in making and interpreting laws,” 
she said. 

Ms. Williams hopes this will change 
because she doesn’t agree with Mr. 
Thomas’ politics, which will now have 
a voice on the Supreme Court. 

Ms. Williams says Mr. Thomas’ 
track record tells her that he has “no 
idea of what social justice is for 
minorities and women.” 

Grace Jamison, 59 Dascomb Road, a 
kindergarten teacher at West Elemen- 
tary School, also a member of the book 
club, believes the public will continue 
to be affected by the Thomas hearings 
in the future. 

“The dust hasn't settled yet. I don’t 
really believe there was a racial com- 
ponent to the hearings,” she said. 

“You can’t really take race and put 
it in a neat little package. Here is a 
black man nominated by the president 
to fill a spot formerly held by a black 
man. Does race play into that? I don’t 
really know.” 

Ms. Jamison believes neither Ms. 
Hill nor Mr. Thomas were telling the 
whole truth. 

“A lot of the things she said were 
exactly right. But, I think they were 
both lying. There must have been 
something there between them that 
went sour,” Ms. Jamison said. 


Brenda Nunnally, of Andover, 
another member of the book club, said 
even though she didn’t attend last 
week’s meeting, she agrees with other 
members that the confirmation 
process was flawed. 

“At first when I head him call it a 
lynching I didn’t feel good that he 
made the statement. But then, as the 
hearings continued, I began to think 
he was referring to the way the com- 
mittee handled the hearings,” she said. 


“The news media turned around the 
meaning of his statement,” Ms, Nun- 
nally believes. 


The end result of the hearings, 
besides confirming Mr. Thomas to the 
Supreme Court, was that doubts were 
never cleared up in the public’s mind, 
she said, 

Ms. Nunnally said after weighing 
both testimonies she is more inclined 
to believe Mr. Thomas, 

“The (Senate) Democrats and the 


Republicans both had already made up 
their minds. The senators acted as if 
they were running for office. They 
were trying to be heard on TV and get 
their points across. They weren't try- 
ing to get at the truth,” she said. 

The question of who was lying and 
who wasn’t has been “worked to 
death,” according to Ms. Nunnally. 

“I don’t see any point in rehashing 
it. Whether you are for or against 
Clarence Thomas is beside the point 
now. He was confirmed,” she said. 

“What did surface as a result of the 
hearings and what should be talked 
about now is the issue of sexual harass- 
ment in terms of people who have 
brought cases into courts of law,” said 
Ms. Nunnally. 

Alease Bruce, 8 Rose Glen Drive, 
chairwoman and professor of clinical 
laboratory sciences at the University 
of Massachusetts at Lowell, also 
believes the “high-tech lynching” 
claim was a shock tactic used by Mr. 
Thomas to keep members of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee from questioning 
him as thoroughly as they could have. 

“T don’t think there was a racial 
issue involved in the hearings to begin 
with,” Dr. Bruce said. 


“But, after his (lynching) accusa- 
tions I think he brought the race issue 
into the hearings and it worked to his 
advantage. The Senate backed off on 
their questioning because of his state- 
ments,” she said. 

For women, according to Dr. Bruce, 
the results of the hearings were two- 
sided. The public’s eye has now been 
turned to the issue of sexual harass- 
ment, but the way Ms. Hill was treated 
may make women hesitant to report 
harassment, 

“T listened to the whole thing and 
when the evidence was weighed 
against him, I believed her,” she said. 

As a black American, Dr. Bruce said 
she was embarrassed by the whole pro- 
cess of the hearings. 

“Two people, who have worked very 
hard to gain professional status were 
asked to air their dirty laundry in pub- 
lic,” she said. 


“Instead of just sticking to the issue 
of investigating his character, they 
(senators) brought into play his inter- 
racial marriage as a possible motive 
for her wanting to slander him. Instead 
of sticking to the issues they attacked 
her character, which was ultimately 
ruined by the process,” Dr. Bruce said. 

She believes the country, the Repub- 
lican party and the Bush administra- 
tion will continue to feel the after- 
shock waves of the Thomas case. 


“T expect there will be a push for 
more women in the legislature where 
their views on the issues can be 
heard,” Dr. Bruce said. 


Dr. Bruce also said she wouldn’t be 
surprised if President Bush will be 
called to answer in the 1992 presiden- 
tial race for his blind support of Mr. 
Thomas and his apathetic treatment of 
Ms. Hill’s charges,

Time for fruitcakes 


By Maria Moskos 

It’s time to make fruitcakes. Fruit- 
cakes are always a mainstay of my 
Christmas provisions. I derive a great 
sense of accomplishment in their 
preparation, not only because of the 
wonderful end product resulting from 
various interesting ingredients, but 
because they can (and actually should 
for maximum quality) be prepared now 
in a relaxed fashion instead of waiting 
for the holiday rush. 

Also, fresh fruit is readily available 
now at low prices and you can be selec- 
tive about choosing your family’s 
favorite fruits such as apples, apricots, 
figs, peaches and seedless grapes and 
using a dehydrator to dry the fruit. 
Using a dehydrator to dry the fruit, you 


can produce a unique combination of 


ingredients tailored for your family’s 


enjoyment. An unusual variety of 


fruits naturally dried without preser- 
vatives can also be purchased in health 
food stores. 

Fruitcake gift baskets can provide a 
low-cost gastronomic treat for families 
or other groups on your holiday list. 
They may be decorated with fresh ver- 
sions of the dried fruits contained in 
the cakes. Fruitcakes are fundamental- 
ly butter cakes with just enough dough 
to bind the fruit. (I have included a but- 
terless, eggless recipe for cholesterol 
watchers.) 

A scissors periodically dipped in 
water should be used to cut the dried 
fruit; the baking pans should be lined, 
bottoms and sides, with greased wax 
paper; and a pan of water placed in the 
oven during baking to supply some 
moisture as fruitcakes usually require 
a lengthy time at low heat for thorough 
baking. 

The top of the cake should always be 
protected by a wash, such as undiluted 
sweetened condensed milk or beaten 
whole eggs to prevent burning or dry- 
ing out. Decorations are best applied 
after baking to prevent their harden- 
ing, resulting in cakes difficult to cut. 
An apricot glaze may be applied after 
baking, followed by a decorative appli- 
cation of fruit and nuts, which are then 
brushed with the same glaze. 


In addition to enhancing flavor, 
brandy or rum act as a preservative in 
fruitcakes, retarding mold and allow- 
ing them to be stored over a relatively 
long period of time. Fruitcakes should 
be aged at least four weeks for best 
results. (It has been recorded that some 
fruiteakes have been enjoyed 25 years 
after baking.) 

To prepare for storing, let cakes cool 
in pans on racks until they reach room 
temperature. Remove from pans and 
carefully apply brandy or rum on all 
surfaces (small holes can be made with 
a skewer to facilitate absorption), wrap 
cakes in several layers of liquor-soaked 


cheesecloth, then wrap in foil. Cakes. 


should be stored in a cool place or in 
the refrigerator. Once a week during 
storage the cloth should be moistened 
with more liquor, allowing the cakes to 
last several weeks. 

To cut a fruitcake, a knife should be 
heated under hot running water and 
periodically dipped in hot water while 
being served. 


Dark fruitcake 

1/4 lb. candied citron 

1/4 lb. lemon and orange peel 

1/2 lb. candied cherries 

1 lb. candied pineapple 

1 lb. golden raisins 

1/2 lb. dark raisins 

1/4 Ib. currants 

1/2 cup dark rum or cognac 

1/4 lb. blanched almonds 

1/4 lb. pecans 

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 

1/2 tsp. cinnamon 

1/2 tsp. baking soda 

1 stick butter 

1 cup sugar 

1 cup brown sugar (firmly packed) 

5 large eggs 

1 tbsp. cream 

1 tsp. vanilla 

Sliver the citron, lemon and orange 
peel into very thin strips. Cut cherries 
in half and pineapple in thin wedges. 
Set side. Place raisins and currants in a 
bowl, add rum or cognac and soak at 
least one hour (overnight is best), Chop 
the almonds and pecans coarsely and 
set them aside. Line a 10-inch tube pan, 
four one-pound coffee cans or two 9” by 
5” by 3” bread pans with greased wax 
paper. 


Cake batter: 

Mix 1/2 cup sifted four with all the 
fruit and nuts in a large bowl. Sift 
remaining flour with spices and baking 
soda. In another bowl, cream butter 
until soft, work in both sugars a little at 
a time until mixture is smooth. Stir in 
eggs, cream, vanilla and flour-spice 
mixture. Mix thoroughly. Pour over 
fruit and nuts and work with hand 
until the batter is well mixed. Lift the 
batter into pans and press down firmly 
to make a compact cake and apply a 
wash. 


Bake at 275 degrees with pan of 
water in the oven, The tube pan takes 3 
1/4 hours; the two bread pans, 2 1/4 
hours; four coffee cans, two hours. 
Remove cakes from oven, let stand half 
an hour. Turn out onto cake racks until 
reach room temperature. 


Carefully peel off wax paper, and fol- 
low instructions for decorative glaze, 
application of brandy or rum and 
cheesecloth and foil wrap in introduc- 
tion.

that they belonged there. 

John Zenevitch, manager at Macart- 
ney, minded the store and helped while 
Joseph Pelezar, a salesman with 17 
years of experience with menswear in 
the Merrimack Valley, fitted me. 

Mr. Pelezar was very relaxed and 
had as much fun with the dress-up as 
Mr. Sapienza and I did. 

Mr. Pelezar was initially disappoint 
ed with my size. Going from a photo in 
the paper he had figured me to be a size 
40, | turned out to be a 39 and that lim- 
ited our options to slightly lighter col- 
ored suits. 

Most of Macartney suits carry their 
own “Royal Luxury” label and are 
made by the same Maryland manufac- 
turer licensed to make the Burberry 
line of clothing, a company Macartney 
has been doing business with for 100 
years, according to Mr. Pelezar. 

We went with a gray Glen plaid suit. 
I probably would have picked a slightly 
more conservative suit, but Mr. Pel- 
ezar explained that this suit would 
make it appear I had a wardrobe. 

In explaining what he meant, he 
pulled out a darker suit that he said I 
might have if I had only one suit. It 
was much like my first suit. He then 
pulled out a pinstriped suit which, he 
said, gave the impression that you only 
own two suits. It was just like my sec- 
ond suit at home. Enough said. 

For a shirt we went with a white 
polyester-cotton blend rather than 100 
percent cotton. 

“You're mainstream American and, 
right now, Main Stream American is 
not all cotton,” he said. 

The polyester-cotton blend requires 
less ironing, which is more realistic for 
my lifestyle, and besides, it was less 
expensive. 

Mr. Pelezar chose suspenders 
instead of a belt. Unlike a belt, sus- 
penders make pants hang correctly 100 
percent of the time. When you stand up 
from the table you don’t need to adjust 
the pant with suspenders as you do 
with a belted pant. 

We went with a casual “pocket 
square” to tuck into the vest pocket. 
These things always looked kind of for- 
mal to me and I figured they must be 
more difficult to fold than origami fig- 
ures.

Mr. Fossella was actually making 
some last minute changes to a suit for 
someone getting married the next day 
when we arrived, so a last minute fit- 
ting as we proposed was not unusual 
for him either. 

Mr. Fossella did not measure me but 
sized me up with a look and pulled a 
dark gray size 41 suit off the rack. The 
darker would be more formal than a 
lighter suit, he said. A few minutes lat- 
er he switched to a slightly lighter gray 
in a 39 regular and hit the fit. 

All Enzo suits carry the Enzo label 
and are made especially for Mr. Fossel- 
la with his special touches, including 
the fabric he picks and other details, he 
said. 

But Enzo’s specialty is custom mak- 
ing suits from scratch right on the 
premises. He also offers a new house- 
call service. He will go to a customer’s 
home or office, help a person pick a 
fabric and style, and do a fitting right 
there, then go back and make the suit. 

Annette Pardoen, an employee for 25 
years, and Husyin Dinler, a Turkish 
immigrant who has worked for the 
store seven years, make the suits in the 
tailor shop out back. 

“There is no other store that I know 
of that can make a custom-made suit 
right on the premises,” he said. 

He also makes and sells women’s 
suits and skirts. 

Mr. Fossella said he tries to keep his 
clothing contemporary and unique 
with different patterns so that each 
outfit for each customer will be 
unique. 

“That is my goal, to make my cus- 
tomers feel different,” he said. 

Enzo’s shirts are mostly 100 percent 
cotton and for me he selected a gray 
stripe with an elongated collar, the lat- 
est fashion, he explained. 

The tie had a “stained glass look,” 
also a more contemporary style than 
the floral patterns, which he no longer 
carries. 

“A very unusual pattern is what I 
like to see,” Mr. Fossella said. 

My suit would need three to four 
hours of tailoring.

Editor, Townsman: 

AIDS Action of Andover Inc., a non- 
profit, fully volunteer organization 
which exists to provide compassionate 
and caring support for all persons liv- 
ing with HIV infection/AIDS, takes 
this opportunity to respond to the 
recent Andover Townsman article enti- 
tled “Homosexual behavior a disor- 
der?” (Page 1, Oct. 10 Townsman) 

The suggestion was made that AIDS 
is caused by certain behaviors, such as 
IV drug use and homosexuality. In fact, 
AIDS is caused by infection with 
Human Immunodeficiency Virus.

‘Lam shocked’ at 
misinformation 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing in response to Everett 
Penney’s recent comments in the 
Townsman regarding homosexuality 
and AIDS. I am shocked to knew that 
Andover’s director of public health is 
so misinformed. Mr. Penney states that 
the spread of AIDS will not be put in 
check until homosexual behavior is 
treated as a personality disorder. 

Homosexuality is not a personality 
disorder. A personality disorder is a 
constellation of behaviors or traits that 
cause social or occupational dysfunc- 
tion or subjective distress. Multiple sci- 
entific studies have shown that there is 
no increase in impairment in the judg- 
ment, emotional stability, reliability or 
general social and vocational capabili- 


ties among homosexuals as compared 
with heterosexual populations. Based 
on this evidence, both the American 
Psychiatric Association and the Amer- 
ican Psychological Association 
removed homosexuality from their 
official listing of psychiatric disorders 
in the 1970s. The latter association 
went further and urged all mental 
health professionals to lead their com- 
munities in removing the stigma of 
mental illness that has so long been 
associated with homosexuality. 

The most extensive surveys of adult 
sexuality were conducted by Dr. Alfred 
Kinsey and his associates at Indiana 
University’s Institute for Sex Research 
in the 1940s and 1950s. He found that 18 
percent of the men and 7 percent of the 
women he studied were predominantly 
homosexual for at least three years of 
their lives between the ages of 16 and 
55. In other words, approximately 10 
percent of the general population have 
or have had a significant homosexual 
dimension in their adult lives. 

Statistically, it is not unreasonable 
to say that 10 percent of the adults in 
Andover have or have had a significant 
homosexual dimension in their lives. 
This would be normal and expected. 

That having been said, it is true that 
AIDS in the United States is most 
prevalent among gay men. This fact is 
a tragedy, not a condemnation of 
homosexuality. To understand this, 
AIDS must be fully understood in its 
historical context. 

The most current theory, according 
to the Centers for Disease Control, as to 
the origin of the AIDS virus, is that it 
resulted from a mutation of a virus in 
Africa. The rapid spread of AIDS in 
Africa in the late 1970s and early 1980s 
probably resulted from a complex 
interplay of several cultural and politi- 
cal changes: (1) the growth of urban 
centers with its influx of young per- 
sons from the countryside, (2) growth 
of prostitution, (3) movement of armies 
(paralleling the historic spread of 
syphilis in Europe), and (4) the disrup- 
tion of health services. In the United 
States, the rapid spread of AIDS also 
resulted from cultural changes: (1) gay 
liberation, (2) relaxed heterosexual 
mores, and (3) post-1960 increases in 
intravenous drug use. 

The history of the world is com- 
prised of the constant rise and fall of 
various political movements and the 
ebb and flow of cultures and subcul- 
tures. To condemn a culture or politi- 
cal movement for the spread of disease 
is to condemn history. To condemn 
homosexuality as a major cause of the 
spread of AIDS, is to condemn 10 per- 
cent of our normal population. It does 
nothing but create hostility and fear 
and drives gays with AIDS under- 
ground where the disease spreads only 
faster. In fact, condemning homosexu- 
ality is a public health problem. 

I do agree with Mr. Penney that 
changing behaviors is of the utmost 
importance in the fight against AIDS. 
Many gay men have already proven to 
be role models in this regard, cultivat- 


ing monogamous relationships and 
practicing safe sex. There is no subcul- 
ture in the U.S. that is more acutely 
aware of the dire need of prevention 
than the gay population is of AIDS. 

Another problem with Mr. Penney’s 
comments is the implication that AIDS 
is a gay disease. Although he mentions 
intravenous drug users, he doesn’t 
mention the fact that AIDS is increas- 
ing in the heterosexual population. 
Given that the latency for AIDS is now 
believed to be about 10 years, we have 
yet to see the fullblown impact of the 
disease on the heterosexual popula- 
tion. 

AIDS is everybody’s problem. It 
must be met head on by a compassion- 
ate and well-informed public. In The 
Plague, Albert Camus writes that we 
might “state quite simply what we 
learn in a time of pestilence: that there 
are more things to admire in men than 
to despise.”

AIDS affects 
all persons 


Editor, Townsman: 

The article “Homosexual behavior a 
disorder?” in your Oct. 10 issue dis- 
tressed me greatly. As a physician tak- 
ing care of HIV positive patients I feel 
responsible to clarify some misconcep- 
tions. 

AIDS affects all persons, regardless 
of sexual persuasion. Heterosexuals 
are very much affected. Women and 
their children are affected. Since the 
beginning of this epidemic the homo- 
sexual population is the only group in 
which the transmission rate has actu- 
ally dropped. This has been achieved 
through well organized educational 
efforts, change in certain “high risk” 
sexual practices and the use of a barri- 
er technique, i.e. condoms. Unlike 
what Andover’s health director recom- 
mends, in order to slow the spread of 
AIDS we must learn from the homosex- 
ual experience. 

Transmission rate continues to soar 
among women, heterosexual males and 
intravenous drug users. There seems 
to be a predilection for people of color 
and inner city poor. Unfortunately 
some believe majority of those infected 
have a form of “personality disorder.” 
Perhaps it is a personality disorder of 
our society to have poverty, racism 
and drug abuse. These issues are close- 
ly intertwined with the spread of HIV. 
Education, drug rehabilitation pro- 
grams and easy access to methods of 
prevention — condoms and clean nee- 
dles are the beginning steps.

Educators upset 
by remarks 


Editor, Townsman: 
Dear Mr. Silverman: 

We are writing to you to convey our 
feelings of outrage towards the 
remarks of Everett Penney, Andover'’s 
health director, as they were printed in 
the Townsman of Oct. 10. We are trou- 
bled both by Mr. Penney’s misunder- 
standing of homosexuality and by his 
public stand against abortion, a legal 
right. 

We are educators (and spouses of 
educators) who work daily with young 
people, some of whom are gay and les- 
bian. We do our best to stay abreast of 
the literature on homosexuality so that 
we may work with gay and lesbian stu- 
dents in constructive and sympathetic 
fashion. The vast majority of the mate- 
rials that we have read offers no evi- 
dence to support Mr. Penney’s stand 
that homosexuality is a “disordered 
personality condition.” Homosexuality 
is neither an addiction (as Mr, Penney 
suggests when he compares it to drug 
abuse), nor a sign of dysfunctionality 
(as Mr, Penney suggests when he com- 
pares it to an emotional disorder). 

Mr. Penney’s comments on the topic 


of abortion are equally worrisome. 
Abortion is a sensitive, complicated 
matter upon which reasonable people 
may disagree. We respect Mr. Penney’s 
right to take an anti-abortion stand in 
his private life. However, abortion is 
legal in the state of Massachusetts and 
we do not believe that Mr. Penney, as a 
town official, is behaving responsibly 
by taking a public stand against a legal 
option. 

The people of Andover deserve a 
health director who is both compas- 
sionate and informed. We deserve a 
director who can read the literature on 
homosexuality and interpret it correct- 
ly. We deserve a director who is 
respectful of women’s legal rights. Mr.

Health director 
competent? 


To the selectmen: 
Editor, Townsman: 

I have just finished reading the arti- 
cle in the Andover Townsman about 
the meeting you had with Everett Pen- 
ney. If Mr. Penney is quoted accurately 
and if the article accurately reflected 
his views, then I think that our town 
does not have a competent health 
director. The article gave the impres- 
sion that he believes that if certain seg- 
ments of our population would just 
change their behavior then there 


would be no AIDS problem. This is nei- 
ther realistic nor professional. 

Not realistic because we do not read- 
ily change our behavior. Tobacco and 
alcohol are used by millions despite all 
the known adverse health effects. Seat 
belts are not universally used (remem- 
ber the uproar when the state briefly 
mandated seat belt use) even though 
their use saves lives. In addition, tobac- 
co, alcohol, other illegal drugs are 
physically addictive, which makes 
behavioral changes even more diffi- 
cult. 

A professional health officer should 
be conversant with human nature. Our 


health officer should know that even if 


all drug addicts ceased their IV drug 
use and all homosexual abstained, 
AIDS would still spread via heterosex- 
ual activity. In Africa, HIV infection is 
primarily spread heterosexually. In 
this country, in a bit over 10 years, 
AIDS has gone from a disease that was 
almost exclusively spread homosexual- 
ly to where a significant proportion is 
spread heterosexually. In the major 
cities in this country the majority of 
prostitutes have antibodies against 
HIV. Most people who are infected do 
not know that they are infected. This is 
the reality, the reality that a health 
officer should know and confront. 


A health director must be able to 
change opinion with new information, 
must keep up with new information, 
must be able to understand what is 
read, must be able to say “I don’t 
know” and must educate the public. 
Based on the article it would appear 
that Mr. Penney is not open to new 
information, does not correctly inter- 
pret what he has read and makes up 
“data” to augment his opinions. 

Let me digress in order to introduce 
myself. I am the associate biohazard 
assessment officer at M.I.T. and part of 
my duties is to assist in the OSHA 
Bloodborne Pathogen training. That 
part involves keeping up to date on 
AIDS, its epidemiology and preventa- 
tive strategies. In order to do this I 
read Morbidity and Mortality Weekly 
Report, Nature, New England Journal 
of Medicine, Lancet, Public Health. 

There were a number of statements 
attributed to Mr. Penney that must be 
corrected or refuted. He is reported to 
have stated that: 1) Condoms are only 
80 to 90 percent effective against the 
spread of AIDS; 2) Condom advocacy 
for control of AIDS will increase the 
frequency of high-risk behavior. 

The first comment has absolutely no 
scientific backing. The actual in use 
effectiveness is not known. What is 
known is that in laboratory tests latex 
condoms will block the passage of HIV 
through the condom while condoms 
made from animal materials are not a 
barrier. His second comment is just his 
opinion with no epidemiologic data to 
back it up. If we assume, as Mr. Penney 
does, that condoms are 80 to 90 percent 
effective then that is a strong argument 
for their use and distribution. No drug, 
no vaccine is 100 percent effective. 


Most are only 80 percent effective. 
Blocking 80 percent of potential HIV 
infections would be a tremendous step 
forward in the control of AIDS. Public 
health officials must educate the public 
that use of condoms will make sex 
safer not absolutely safe. 

Mr. Penney is quoted as stating, 
“We've got a public health crisis differ- 
ent (from ever faced before) in that it is 
100 percent preventable and 100 per- 
cent fatal.” This statement, again, does 
not withstand close scrutiny. The first 
part assumes that everyone at risk will 
change their behavior to prevent that 
risk. This is not realistic. Also, there is 
currently a 6-12 week period between 
infection and detectable antibody pro- 
duction. During this window, blood 
can be donated and test HIV negative. 
This blood is potentially infectious and 
a recipient of this blood could become 
infected. While the probabilities are 
low, it is not zero. This currently can- 
not be prevented, thus this disease is 
not 100 percent preventable. 

Is infection with HIV 100 percent 
fatal? Unknown. What is known, is that 
about one third of people infected with 
HIV will come down with AIDS related 
complex and one third of those will get 
full blown AIDS. Full blown AIDS does 
appear to be 100 percent fatal. 


Mr. Penney, in my opinion, is cor- 
rect that giving out IV needles avoids 
the real problem of drug abuse. In the 
best of all worlds there would be no 
drug addiction, in a second best world, 
there would be enough money to fund 
enough treatment centers for all drug 
addicts and all addicts would desire 
treatment. However, in the real world, 
there are not enough funds and not all 
addicts desire treatment. I feel that it 
would be more ethical to hand out ster- 
ile needles. Ethical in the sense that we 
would be eliminating one more afflic- 
tion from a drug addicts terrible life. 
Ethical in the sense that they might 
still be alive to accept treatment for 
their addiction. 

Mr. Penney seems to have misread 
or misinterpreted the articles regard- 
ing brain chemistry, alcoholism and 
homosexuality. The studies on alco- 
holism have shown that some people 
have genetic susceptibility to become 
alcoholic due to brain chemistry 
change. Not all alcoholics have this 
change, not all people who have it 
become alcoholics. Anybody can 
become addicted to alcohol. The study 
on homosexuality and brain chemistry 
change again points to a genetic basis 
for some homosexuality. This study 
has not been confirmed, it did not state 
that all homosexuals have this change. 

I will leave to the psychologists and 
psychiatrists as to whether homosexu- 
ality is a matter of choice that can be 
changed (how many of us consider het- 
erosexuality as a choice?). 


I sincerely hope that Mr. Penney 
was not accurately portrayed in the 
newspaper article. But if this was an 
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accurate article then I suggest that the 

town seriously consider getting a new health 
director.

Teachers have 
endured criticism 


Editor, Townsman: 

I was quite disturbed by a recent letter to 
the editor, which I interpreted as an attack 
on the teachers of Andover. Historically, 
teachers in general have alw: ays had to 
endure this type of blistering criticism. My 
child is a West Middle School student. I am 
not a teacher, but I worked at the West Mid- 
dle School for over five years. During that 
time I was able to observe our teachers in a 
variety of daily situations. 

As an example, the teachers at West Mid- 
dle not only teach on an average of five aca- 
demic classes per day, but they are also sub- 
ject to supervisory duties, team planning, 
assigned blocks of time for such programs as 
achievement workshops, core periods, and 
new this year, the Advisor/Advisee Pro- 
gram, all of which are reinforcement bro- 
grams to benefit the students. 

When dealing with an excess of 125 stu- 
dents per day, one or two 30-45 minute plan- 
ning periods in the course of the school day 
is not sufficient time to complete preparation 
of classroom materials, team planning 
responsibilities, correcting, etc. The teachers 
are also involved in time-consuming 
extracurricular activities for the benefit of 
our students, all of which are conducted dur- 
ing after-school hours: clubs, student govern- 
ment activities, Friday evening student 
dances, etc. It’s time to stop this tiresome 
rhetoric about how easy our teachers’ jobs 
are. Let’s be realistic, of course they bring 
their work home with them, just as many of 
us do in the private sector. I for one am tired 
of hearing the generalizations heaped upon 
our teachers. Before one begins criticizing, 
one should try to get the facts, and I do not 
believe that any individual is able to be 
aware of what occurs until they have actual- 
ly worked with the teachers.

Addressing the issue as to the teachers’ 
union work rules being “entirely” responsi- 
ble for teachers’ assignments, the inference 
here is that the administration’s hands are 
tied and that they are dictated to solely by

Gridders score 
on first play

The Andover High football team scored on 
its first play from scrimmage last Saturday, 
with junior halfback Alan Guibord ripping 
through the Tewksbury line, shedding the 
only defender that touched him at the Red- 
men 35, and racing 44 yards for a touchdown. 

Many spectators weren't even seated 
when Guibord put the Golden Warriors 
ahead less than two minutes into the game. 

If Andover kept scoring at the same pace 
it would have won the contest, 140-0, but all 
coaches know the pitfalls of a quick strike 
such as the one by Guibord. 

“The first thing we did after the touch- 
down was call the team together and warn 
them it wasn’t going to be easy,” explained 
AHS Head Coach Dick Collins. “In many 
ways Tewksbury is the toughest team we 
play each year.” 

Sure enough, that proved to be the only 
touchdown of the game which settled into a 
bruising defensive battle. 

The Warriors added a 28-yard field goal by 
junior placekicker Scott Henry in the second 
quarter, Andover’s first three-pointer in sev- 
en years, to complete a 10-0 victory and spoil 
defending Merrimack Valley Conference 
champ Tewksbury’s Homecoming Day at 
Doucette Field. 

The triumph kept Andover undefeated at 
4-0-0, tied for the conference lead with 
Chelmsford (5-0-0), and stretched the locals’ 
league-best carryover win streak to 11 
games. 

It avenged the Warriors’ last loss, a 31-6 
thrashing to Tewksbury last year, and 
marked the first time the Redmen have been 
shut out since Andover beat them 14-0 in 
September of 1989. 

Tewksbury had its modest two-game win 
streak snapped and fell to 2-3-0 overall. 

The shutout was Andover’s first of the 
season, but AHS has not permitted more 
than six points to any opponent and now 
holds a 98-18 scoring edge. 

Guibord hits 100 

Guibord was practically the whole offen- 
sive show, rushing for 124 yards in 18 carries 
as he surpassed 100 yards for the third time 
in four games and boosted his season total to 
417 yards.

exhibit is on kids

While many parents today lament the fact 
that their children grow up too quickly, 17th- 
century parents made every effort to mold 
their offspring into adults as quickly as pos- 
sible. Concerned about their natural inclina- 
tion to sin, parents dressed even the very 
young in restrictive clothing, severely limit- 
ed their playtime and focused great attention 
on their moral and religious education. It 
was not until the mid- to late- 18th century, 
when enlightenment ideas reached America, 
that childhood as we know it began slowly to 


emerge. 


The Andover Historical Society's upcom- 
ing exhibition, “New England Childhood: 
School, Work and Play,” will use artifacts 
and images, primarily from its own collec- 
tion, to illustrate the experiences of both 
poor and well-to-do children during the 19th 
and early 20th centuries. The public is invit- 
ed to attend the opening of the exhibition 
Wednesday, Oct. 30, from 5:30 to 7:30 p.m. 
Refreshments will be served. 

In the 19th century, as people began to 
treat childhood as a special stage of life, pub- 
lic and private schools for both boys and 
girls became more widespread. Books, toys, 
games and furniture designed specifically 
for children also proliferated. Of course, chil- 
dren did not benefit equally from the new 
approaches to childrearing and the new 
opportunities for fun and learning. With the 
coming of the industrial revolution, many 
children from poorer families had to work 
long hours in the textile mills and other fac- 


tories. 


A special feature of the exhibit will be a 
recreation of a section of the Andover Gram- 
mar School, located at the corner of Main 
and Punchard, streets from 1867 to 1878, com- 
plete with graffiti-covered paneling.
